A DISASTROUS PRACTICE. 


Exorbitant rental is about as bad a thing for a city as lack of houses. 


Dixon is already suffering from scarcity of homes, and to make the matters 


worse, some landlords are endeavoring to capitalize on this crippled condi­ 


tion of the city by raising their rent charges. 
This should be discouraged, 


for it is anything but favorable to the best interests of Dixon. 


Property owners surely could not 
be expected to charge a rent that 


allowed them less than a fair return on their investment, and we co not be­ 


lieve a soul would object to paying a fair rent for any kind of a house, 
but 


when a landlord charges about a third more 
for a house than it is really 


worth, that man is storing up trouble for himself and the 
general public. 


A case has recently been brought to the attention of The 
Telegraph 


which is typical of the point we are trying to bring out. 
A man moved to 


Dixon with his family. 
He rented a hosue in W est Dixon and paid 
the 


owner ten dollars a month. 
He was then paying probably 
two dollars 


more than the house was worth, for it was a very small cottage, 
in 
poor 


repair, had no bath room, no sewer, no gas and no light. 


Aftert he man had lived here a few 
months, 
the landlord raised the 


rent to fifteen dollars. 
The landlord had heard how scarce houses 
are in 


Dixon and he decided, probably, that although his house was worth no more 


as a place to live in, according 
to fair standards, still, as long as 
houses 


were scarce he could probably hold up his tenant for more money, figuring, 


presumably, that the man could find no other place to go and would have to 


submit to the extortion. 


The tenant had p. big fam ily and was only earning a small salary, and 


he could ill afford to pay more, so he found another house and moved. 
If 


he is paying more rent in his new home, at any rate he is getting more, 
for 


now he has some of the things that a few years ago were luxuries, but are 


now necessities— bath, sewer, etc. 
^ 


The property owner who endeavors to make unfair financial gain from 


the unfortunate plight of Dixon deserves a little lecture on civic patriotism 


and “ square” business methods. It is perfectly legitimate and fair to charge 


a big price when you have an equivalent to give. 
If your house represents 


a big investment, or rather, 
if it is worth a large amount 
of money, the 


owner owes it to himself to charge enough for its use to net him a fair in­ 


terest, but high rents for poor little hovels is to be deplored. The house con­ 


dition is critical enough without aggravation of this sort.

Waddell, In his time one of the great­ 
est sou thpaw's in the history of b ase­ 
b all, died here of tu b ercu losis. 
He 
had b een ill for sev eral months and 
had come here from St. Pau l, where 
he last worked as a pitcher for the 
American association. 
His mother 
was at his b edside. 
Rnb o Waddell—George Edward Wad­ 
dell was his b aptismal name—was one 
of the oddest, qu aintest characters 
that b aseb all ev er knew. 
For many 
y ears the Ru b e fillecflnore space in the 
sporting pages than any other b all 
play er 
he was almost a national fig­ 
u re—and b ey ond a dou b t ho did more 
to Increase the gay ety of this sad 
world than any other athlete that ev er 
liv ed. 
He was the king's jester, the 
roy al clown, the chief b u ffoon of b ase­ 
b all. and y et his antics were “clean,” 
free from v u lgar phrases, and Incom­ 
parab ly div erting. 
Waddell, who was b orn arou nd 187 6 , 
was a gigantic lefthander of simply 
magnificent 
frame 
and 
proportions, 
and is said to hav e b een from mix ed 
Pennsy lv ania Du tch and English an­ 
cestry . 
He flashed in and ou t, mostly 
ou t, of sev eral b ig leagu e team s b e­ 
tween 1897 and 1909, as he had only 
terrific F^ieed and little control to b ack 
it with. 
In 1901 he seemed to hav e 
learned the b ig leagu e game b etter and 
was taken on b y the Chicago chib , re­ 
cently raided b y the American leagu e 
and in dire need of pitchers. 
In 1902 Ru b e ju mped to California, 
b u t Connie Mack got him to reju mp In 
the following spring. 
Mack, who had 
the Ru b e at Milwau kee long b efore, 
cou ld control him b etter than any 
other manager, and made him a b ig 
winner for the Athletics, his glory last­ 
ing sev eral y ears. At the time of need, 
howev er—the series with the Giants in 
1905 —he annou nced that he had in­ 
ju red his arm, and the W hite Ela 
hants, withou t him, fell easy v ictims 
W addell went to the S t Lou is Browns, 
then to the minors, b u t nev er ceased 
his pranks or his b u ffoonery .

Caracas, Venezu ela, April 2.—Vene­ 
zuela, as a nation, has ceased to ex ­ 
ist. 
The federal u nion has b een dis­ 
solv ed and the thirteen states and 
fiv e territories are now separate and 
independent 
states. 
This 
sou nds 
rather startling and dou b tless is news 
to moat readers, b u t It is tru e nev er­ 
theless. 
On the other hand, there Is still a 
president of Venezu ela, and a federal 
gov ernment that continu es to lev y 
and collect the tax es and to treat with 
foreign nations. 
This anomalou s state of affairs is 
du e to the machinations of Ju an Vin­ 
cente Gomez in his efforts to b old on 
to the presidency . 
When he “stole 
the office from Cipriano Castro he b e­ 
came dictator, and according to the 
constitu tion the time for which a dic­ 
tator can hold the presidency is lim­ 
ited. Gomez's time ru ns ou t on April 
18 , and he Is afraid to go b efore the 
people 
and 
seek 
election. 
They 
hav en't any v ery strenu ou s ob jection 
to him, b u t think he shou ld step ou t 
for at least fou r y ears and let some 
one else hav e a chance at the rich 
pickings. 
Sc he me d by Dr. Ga rc ia . 
Now Ju an Vincente* thou gh wealthy , 
la not ov erb u rdened with wisdom, b u t 
he has the assistance of a v ery canny 
Colomb ian, Dr. Garcia, who is sel­ 
dom seen or heard of in pu b lic, b u t 
who is the real director of the Gomez 
administration. 
On the adv ice of Dr. 
Garcia new gov ernors for all 
the 
states were sent ou t recently from 
Caracas, and after they arriv ed at 
their posts they discov ered with re­ 
markab le u nanimity that the present 
constitu tion was no longer satisfac­ 
tory to the people of their respectiv e 
states. 
The b est way to rearrange 
matters, said each gov ernor, was to 
dissolv e the federal u nion, and conse­ 
q u ently each one declared his state 
independent. 
.Immediately the gov ­ 
ernors discov ered anftng their people 
a great desire for a re-estab lishment 
of the u nion, b u t this cou ld not b e 
b rou ght ab ou t withou t the adoption of 
a federal constitu tion; conseq u ently 
the legislatu res of the v ariou s states 
are now b u sy selecting delegates to 
a constitu tional conv ention which it is 
hoped will draw u p, b efore April 18 , 
an instru ment which shall b e su ited to 
the pecu liar needs of Ju an Vincente 
Gomez. 
Good Thing for Gome z. 
Meanwhile Gomez is spending most 
of his time on one of his estates ami 
has taken the title of “president in 
campaign” b ecau se he pretends he is 
su ppressing 
some 
wholly 
fictitiou s 
rev olu tionary mov ements, leav ing the 
civ il gov ernment nominally In 
the 
hands of an “acting president." 
He 
really did lead his army ou t on a 
“campaign,” b u t the soldiers hav e 
b een encamped most of the time on 
Gomez's hacienda where he sells them 
su pplies at ex orb itant prices, 
thu s 
killing two b irds with one stone. 
At 
the dictation of Gomez the pay of the 
soldiers was raised to the actu ally 
mu nificent 
figu re 
of 
$8 
gold 
per 
month, and most of this is now sift­ 
ing into the pocket of the worthy 
president. 
The army , now well drilled, clothed 
and armed, is u nder the control of 
Gomez, and he has the b acking of 
some powerfu l corporations which hav e 
inv ested large su ms In his adminis­ 
tration, so It is prob ab le he cou ld 
keep the presidency b y force if he 
chose to try , b u t he is not of heroic 
stu ff, and b esides has b een rather in­ 
timidated b y President Wilson’s stand 
against u nconstitu tional gov ernments.

Washington, April 2.—Pensions for 
widows and minor children of the offi­ 
cers aq d men who serv ed in the Span­ 
ish war, the Philippine insu rrection 
and the b ox er u prising in China wou ld 
b e au thorized b y a b ill which passed 
the hou se b y a v ote of 27 6 to 5 4. The 
b fII wou ld grant $12 monthly to the 
widow of an honorab ly discharged sol­ 
dier or sailor, and $2 monthly for each 
child u nder six teen y ears of age, pro­ 
v ided that the widow shall hav e mar­ 
ried the soldier prior to the passage 
of the b ill. 
The pensions are to he 
limited, howev er, to widows withou t 
means of su pport other than their 
daily lab or, and an actu al net income 
not ex ceeding $25 0 a y ear. An inq u iry 
among the camps of the United Span­ 
ish war Veterans indicated there were 
ab ou t fou r thou sand widows of men 
who serv ed in the Spanish war and 
the Philippine insu rrection. It is esti­ 
mated that an appropriation of $2,- 
5 00,000 will b e req u ired to pay the pen­ 
sions.
